G.S.R. 226.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Data Processing Assistant in the 
Management Information System Division of the National 
Building Organisation under the Ministry of Urban Develop¬ 
ment, namely 

1. Short title and commencement.—(l’) These rules ihay be 
called the National Buildings Organisation (Data PrecessTng 
Assistant) Recruitment' Rules, 1994.

Government is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons. 

6 . Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

G.S.R, 228.—Whereas the draft of the Aircraft (Demoli¬ 
tion of Obstructions caused by Buildings and Trees etc.) Rules, 
1993 was published as required by Section 14 of the Aircraft 
Ac), 1934 (22 of 1954) at page 1265#266 of the Gazette of 
India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated the 14th August 
1993 with the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Civil Aviation and Tourism No. GSR 406 
dated the 29th July, 1993 inviting objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby ; 

And whereas the said notification was published in the 
Gazette of India on 14th August, 1993 ; 

And whereas no objections and suggestions were received 
on the .said draft rules. 

Noav, therefore, iu c.xercise of powers conferred by sub¬ 
section. (2) of Section 11-B of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 
of 1934) the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules to provide for the demolition of buildings and cutting 
of trees around aerodromes namely :— 

1. Short title and extent--(1) These rules may be called 
the Aircraft (Demolition of Obstructions caused by Buildings 
and Trees, etc.) Rules, 1994. 

(2) They extent to the whole of India, 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Definitions and interpretation—In these rules, unless 
Ihcic is anything repugnant in the subject or context— 

(1) “Act” shall mean the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 
1934). 

!2i ''A'rciTfl” and "Aerodrome” shall have the same 
meaning as in the Aircraft Act, 1931. 
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(3) “Building” shall include any structure, whether 
permanent or temporary, erected within a sp>ec.ned 
area round an aerodrome. 

(4) “District Collector” shall include Deputy Conjmis- 
sioner. District Ma.gistrate or any other designation 
used by any State Government for the Officer-m- 
charge of the District Administration. 

(5) “Owner” shall include the person having the control 
of the building or tree, as the case may be. 

(6) “OlRcer-in-Charge of an Aerodrome” shall mean the 

officer holding charge of the airport by whatever 
designation known. 

3. Notification to be served—Where any notification has 
been issued by the Central Government under sub-section (1) 
of Section 3-A of the Act and the Director General of Civil 
Aviation has reason to believe that any buildmg or tree 
exists in violation of the provisions of the aforesaid notifica¬ 
tion, he shall serve, through the offlcer-in-charge of the 
concerned aerodrome, a copy of the notification on the owner 
of the building or tree, as the case may be, in accordance 
with the procedure laid down in sub-section (3) of section 9-A 
of the Act. 

4. Owner to furnish details—(1) The service of the copy 
of the notification under rule 3 shall be accompanied by an 
order of the Director General of Civil Aviation directing the 
owner to furnish to the offlcer-in-charge of the aerodrome 
within a specified period, a plan showing the location of 
the building or tree, as the case may be, and also its dimen¬ 
sions or any other details specified in the order. 

(2) The owner shall be bound to furnish the details asked 
for in the order passed under sub-rule (I). 

5. Forwarding the details and their physical verification— 
(1) The details furnished by the owner of the building or 
tree, as the case may be, shall be forwarded by teh offlcer- 
in-charge of the aerodrome to the Director General of Civil 
Aviation with his comments. 

(21 Before forwarding the details to the Director General 
of Civil Aviation, the offlcer-in-charge of the aerodrome 
shall satisfy himself about the correctness of the details and 
for that purpose he shall be empowered to enter the premises 
in aues<^ion and carry out physical verification of the dimen¬ 
sions of the building, or tree, as the case may be, during 
day light hours and with reasonable prior notice to the 
owner, who shall be duty bound to extend full coorperation 
during such physical verification ; 

Provided that in a case where the owner fails to co¬ 
operate, the officer-in-charge of the aerodrome shall 
be free to forward details to the Director General 
of Civil Aviation with his comments based on 
whatever verification is possible. 

6. Final order—(D If the Director General of Civil 
.Aviation, on an examination of the details forwarded to him 
bv the oicer-in-charge of the aerodrome, is satisfied, after 
giving the o^vner an opportunity of being heard that the 
building or tree in ouestion does violate the provisions of . 
the notification issued by the Central Government under 
sub-section (11 of section 9-A of the Act, he shall pass a 
final order in the matter directing the owner to demolish the 
buildinr or to cut the tree, or to reduce the height of the 
building, or the tree, as may be required for compliance with 
the provisions of the notification, within a specified period. 
In case of reduction in the bight of building, or tree, as the 
case mav be, the ]rermissible height shall also be specified m 
the order : 

Provided _ that in a case where the owner has failed to 
furnish details in response to the order under rule 4, 
the Director General Of Civil Aviation shall be 
empowered to pass a final order based on information 
made available to him by the offlcer-in-charge of the 
aerodrome, or any other reliable source. 

7. Owner to comply with the order—(1) The final order of 
the Director General of Civil Aviation shall be served on the 
owner through the offlcer-in-charge of the aerodrome following 
the same procedure as for the service of the notification. 


(2) The ov/ner shall co/iip'y with the directions contained in 
the final order within the lime limit specified therein. 

8. Non-compliance to be reported to the District Collector—i 
(1) If the ov/ner fails to carry out the directions contained in 
the order passed by the Director General of Civil Aviation 
under ruie 6 within the time limit specified therein, the officer- 
iujcharge of ihe aerodrome shall report the matter to the 
District Collector giving brief facts of the case and a copy 
of the final order of the Director General of Civil Aviation. 

(2) On receiving the re.r!ort from the offlcer-in-charge of the 
aerodrome:, the District Ccilector shall carry out forthwith 
the decimlition of the building or the cutting of the tree, or 
the reduction in height of the building, as the case may be, in 
me same manner and by fhe same procedure as is followed 
in case of demolition of any unauthorised construction in his 
district.
